The St, Albert Fish and 
Game Association apparen- 
tly will have to carry on its 
fight against the proposed 
Big Horn Dam without the 
support of the provincial 
association, 

Joe Balla, president of 
the Alberta Fish and Game 
Association, said inarecent 
newsletter that while there 
is no doubt that a watchful 
eye should be kept on the 
situation, the association 
should now turn more of its 
attention tothe Brazeau Dam 
and the problems surrounde- 
ing it, 

Mr, Balla said he was 
supported in his views by 
the majority of the execu- 
tive andthe resolutions 
committee, 

The St, Albert Associa- 
tion claims the Big Horn 
Dam, which wouid sit on the 
North Saskatchewan River 
about 80 miles west of Rocky 
Mountain House, would flood 
part of the Kootenay Plains 
and have serious affects on 
big-game populations, 

Mr, Balla, who sought 
information on the project 
from former and present 
biologists with the fish and 
game branch, reported: 

“It is believed range for 
15 or 20 head of mountain 
sheep may be disturbed and 
for 30 to 35 head of elk, 

“In the area of fish life, 
it would appear that no real 
study approach has ever 
been taken of the upper 
reaches of the North Saske 
atchewan because it has been 
generally felt that study and 
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research efforts could be 
better expended in areas 
where productivity is more 
likely. 

“There is considerable 
glacial siltation in the upper 
reaches of the North Sask- 
atchewan which is not con- 
ducive to the propagation of 
aquatic life, Educated ob- 
servations of similar situa- 
tions indicate that the dam 
could tend to upgrade sports 
fisheries, particularly 
downstream because the 
reservoir would act as a 
settling basin for the glacial 
situation, ”’ 

Mr, Balla said the resere 
voir itself could be stocked 
and the results quite re- 
warding, 


Regarding the Brazeau 
Dam, Mr, Balla said: 

“This dam was built with- 
out the clearance of tim- 
bered land (and is proposed 
around the Big Horn Project) 
and was a terrible mess,”’ 

“There are indications 
that plans call for the rais- 
ing of the Brazeau Dam 
water level another 25 feet. 
Land clearance ofthe shore- 
line and the area covered by 
the raising of the water 
level in the reservoir could 
create a much more toler- 
able situation and enhance 
the recreation value con- 
siderably,”’

St. Albert is presently looking at results of a referendum 
on amalgamation, Results which do not give either the 
local town council or the city of Edmonton council a clear 
cut view of the wishes of St, Albert residents on this 
important matter, 


Only 40 per cent of eligible residents of St, Albert voted 
on the issue, of those who did vote, roughly 53.6 per cent 
favored amalgamation, 
So from the referendum we know that 21 per cent of 
the residents definitely want amalgamation -- 17 per 
cent definitely do not want it -= and we do not know 
the wishes of 62 per cent of our citizens, 
In other words we learned little from the referendum, and 
neither St, Albert town council or Edmonton city council 
has a firm mandate to take any action, 
Mayor Dent has stated, in atelevisioninterview since the 
referendum, that what Edmonton wants is the province to 
adopt the recommendations of the Hanson Report for 
annexing a large area, of which St, Albertis only a part. 
We do not feel the city should go ahead with any ‘‘piece- 
meal annexation,’* he said, 
However, the inconclusive results may be used by the city 
to strengthen its hand in attempting to have the Hanson 
Report adopted by the Provincial Local Authorities Board, 
It must be remembered that the City of Edmonton comm- 
issioned the Hanson Report, And it may well be that the 
annexation sought by Edmonton is not to the advantage of 
all concerned, 
While he was still in office as premier, Mr, Manning 
recently expressed the opinion that he is not certain the 
building up of huge cities under one central governing body 
is the wisest course, In view ofhis study and observation 
of what is happening elsewhere in Canada andthe USA he 
felt there was merit in the idea of curtailing city growth 
to a reasonable degree, The suggestion of ‘‘satellite’’ 
cities is one of many ideas being worked out by those 
concerned with city growth problems and research is 
going onconstantly, so that the province has much to study 


Certainly there is a good case to be made for proceeding 
slowly and with caution on the matter of amalgamation. 
And we can look to the Local Authorities Board to do so, 
as it reviews all the complex aspects ofthe Hanson Report 


In the face of present trends in all areas of endeavor 
towards ‘‘bigness,’’ it is possible we are being brain- 
washed with the ideathat the larger an operation becomes 
the more efficient it becomes, This could be true on a 
balance sheet of a huge corporation where ‘‘efficiency’’ 
shows up as profit for afew, Profits become great wealth 
for a few and wealth becomes power for a few, Thus it 
is necessary that all the ‘‘little average guys'’ be 
constantly persuaded that the bigger an operation be- 
comes, the better it becomes, And we get big business, 
big governments, big cities, 


For an example from ‘big business’’: It has been 
recently predicted that we are facing the prospect that 
all food retailing on this continent will be in control 
of six major firms, Has this trend improved the profit 
picture of the farmers in Canada and USA who are 
producing the food with ever-increasing efficiency? 
Has it lowered the prices for the family shopper and 
therefore improved his profit? In the case of big land 
developers - when an average lot in Toronto costs 
$15,000 has it helped the young couple wanting to esta- 
blish a family home? 


In the case of ‘‘big’’ government has it not brought an 
alarming growth in bureaucracy for which the average 
guy pays heavily? 


And when big cities grow unchecked is there not a danger 
that they will become nearly impossible to govern, as 
Mayor Lindsay has said of New York? 


While we are yet far from this situationin the Edmonton 
area, our grandchildren may not be, 


Mr, Phil Newell, of Underwood-McLellan and Associates 
who did astudy of what might happen under amalgamation, 
was asked in a television interview: ‘‘If St, Albert were 
not to have new industry would you say that their taxes 
would increase more percentage-wise than in the city of 
Edmonton? He replied: -‘‘No I wouldn’t want to state that 
definitely, The actual taxes in St, Albert now are lower 
per capita than they are in Edmonton, And with continued 
good municipal management you cannot say that they would 
rise faster,’ ' 


If we can paraphrase = It may be better to try and remedy 
the evils that we have, than fly to others that we know 
not of, 

Let us therefore be careful how we move, particularly 
when we do not know how 62% of our residents feel about 
amalgamating with Edmonton,

By Home Economist 


Only if you grow and freeze 
much of your own food and 
keep your freezer full will 
it save you money. 

Miss Pat Mascaluk, home 
management specialist with 
the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture says many people 
buy a freezer in order to lower 
their food budget but she says 
few manage to doso, For most 
families she says a home 
freezer is just a convenience 
in time, transportation and 
availability. 

The cost of operating a 
freezer for a year including 
depreciation, lost interest, 


“ possible repairs and electri- 


city is $43.17. This cost ts 
calculated on a 17 cu. ft. 
chest freezer selling for 
$249.95. Costs will be higher 
if the freezer is financed and 
the cost of freezer wrappings 
included, 

All costs except those for 
packaging, and freezing fresh 
food remain the same regard 
less of the quantity of food in 
the freezer. Therefore the 
higher the rate of turn over 
the less it will cost to freeze 
the food per pound. 

Ifa 17 cu, ft. freezer with 
a@ capacity of 510 pounds were 
filled once a year the cost 
per pound would be 8 1/2
